On the Washington biue line one of the cars was 
rocked last night jus: as it reacsead Fourteenth 
street. No one was hurt, however. On Gratiot 
street, near the machine shops, several rioters 
stretched a carpet across the track and endeavore i 
tofaghten the horses, but the driver, who was 
a tned with a club. Jumped off his car and quickly 
put the men to figut. 


Attempt to Wreck a Car. 

The infernal machine on the Lindell Railway 
track and the pistol shot on Olive street failed of 
their purpose. Last nighi’s attack on tiie street 
car compavies was more effectira and a dis- 
mantied boo-tail car in the stables of the Lindel 
Railway Company gives evidence of the fact. Car 
No. 4 was proceeding east on Wasbinzion avenue, 
between 9:30 and 10 o'clock last night, and had just 
passed Eighteenth street. The neighborhood of 
Eighteenth and Wasbington avenue is well! lighted 
and usually busy up to 11 o'clock at nigbt. The 
driver of the car, Henry Constine, was, therefore, 
entirely without suspicion of impending danger. 
Just as the car passed LEignteenth street 
there was an ex plosion beneath the 
front wheels, the car was ifted off the track and 
the floorin.: beneath the driver's feet was splintered 
in toa thousand pieces. ‘The reportof the explo- 
sion was so loud that it was heard all over the city, 
and within five minutes of the time a ijarge crowd 
hed gathered on tite scene. Constine, who nad 
sprung over the dash-board, unhitched the horse 
and took him over to the pave- 
ment. The passengers in the cir, who 
were three lades and = one gentieman, 
tumbled out in something of a hurry and one of 
them, Mrs. Sray of 1520 . Bevepteeth street, 
faiiited from fright. Prof. H. W. Prentis jumped 
eut of the car and vented his wrath very freely, 
offering to axsist inalynchin: bee if the crowd 
would organize 0.e. As there seemed no way of 
Glavovering the perpetrators of the outrage the 
Professor's suggestion was not carried out. Two 
police officers putin an eariy appearance. They 
accowplisbed nothing but the arrest 
ofa youn: man pamed Henry O'Brien, who 
volunteered the opinion that the explosive used 
was pot dynamite. Wuwen the excitement had in 
part subsided Constine bitched up and proceeded 
to Fourth street and beck, turning in at the stables. 
What caused the explosion is not known. The 
explosive used was placed on the south rail and the 
fact that the rail and the earth around are not dis- 
turbed wou.d serve to prove the absence of dynamite, 
The explosion was heavy enough, however, to. 
shatier t.e windows of the car and the transoms of 
houses No. 1722 and 1728 on the south side of the 
street. The polices have no clew to the perpetrators 
of the outrage.

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THE NEW WAR SHIPS. 


Report of the Board of Appraisal to 
Secretary Whitney. 


The Cost of Complicting the Vessels— 
Delay inthe St. Louis Postmaster- 
ship Appointment—Post master-Gen- 
eral Vilas Called Home—Washing- 
ton News, 


Wasuinctow, October 24—Naval Constructor 
Hichborn id his repor: on nava! matters notes the 
following: The lac« of important naval batties in 
recent years stands in marked contrast to the des- 
perate efforts pf European powers to equip extraor- 
dinary vessels designed to combine the invu:ner- 
able and the indistructible. A naval war would 
doubtiess demonstrate that the elaborate schemes 


of fleet tactics, which have been the theme of many 
essays by naval officers, bave been chiefly valuabie 
as a mental exercise, and, that though ‘Importance 
may attach to a sk.liful disposition of forces in the 
beginning of an engigement, yet. in view of the 
rapidity with whicn vessels would be disabled by 
the tremendous means of offensive attack. und the 
inability to see or obey signals amid the co fusion 
and obstructing smoke, it is evident that such eo- 
gagement must presently become a pell-meil scrim- 

Such @ war, or one such vattle, would prove 
what has jong been the apprehension of intelligent 
officers, that the war sbip of our day has become 
far too complicated for the pe»ple who may be 
ca:led upon to work her, and that a balance of ad- 
vantage, unsuspected by many. re<fs with that 
vessel which has comparative simplicity, even 
though it be concom:tant with a greater apparent 
exposure of life, a lower and reduced power of 
offense. 

COST OF COMPLETING THE VESSELS. 

In their report upon the Chicago, the Board of 
Appraisal sa\s: 7T.e original contract price of the 
Chicago was $889,000 which was increased in ac- 
cordance wih tie provisions of the second 
class of contract by author zed “extras,”’ amount- 
ing to $44 692. makingtotal contract price at this 
time $933,962, which the Board assumes 
would represent a fair market value of the 
vessel when complete in accordance with the 
plans and specifications of the contract, including 
a reasonable and customary margin of profit. The 
Board estimates tue cost of materia! and labor, 
inc.uding the profic necessary to complete this 
vessel, at $208,045, whic::, being deducted from the 
total contract prices, leaves $725,642, whicn tne 
Board deciares to be the fair inarset value of the- 
work aod materiais belonging to this vessel and 
the customary margin of prufit upon so muca of 
the work as had been satisfactorily performed 
at the time of forfe.ture of CoB ract. 
In its report upon the Atlanta, the Board s:ates 
that tue tocal contract price is $661,978, and tuat an 
exvend:ture 0; $41,591 will berequir. d to finisa the 
bull ihe latter amount. deducted from the con- 
tract price, teaves $620,337 as the fair 
market va.ue of the vessel in iis present condition. 
The total contract price of the Bo-ton is $660,218. 
lt isestumated that an expenditure of $50,105 will 
be required to comp eie the null, Waich amount de- 
ducted from the oun:ract price leaves $610,103 as 
the present vaiue of tae vessel.

GRANT-JUHUNSON, 


Interviews Corroborating Mr. Depew's 
Letter—Documenurs to be Produced. 

New York, Ociober 24.—The Herald this morn- 
ing has another ‘ong installment of interviews with 
persons on the Depew letter, relative to President 
Johnson. Frank Thompson of the Pennsylvaria 
Railway and Fred Grant reiterate their former 
statements. The lattersaid: “Il have heard my 
father say again and again the same things in very 
much thesame lunguare. I have documentary 
evidence in mv possession tha* would be collateral 
proof of the facts referred to in the conversation 
my father had with Mr. Depew, and I intend to 
collate them and my recollections upon that sub- 


ject.” 

Freder.ck W. Seward, secretary of his father, 
said he vever heard anything of the story in 
question, and believed like Hug) McCullough, that 
the story, being new to him, be doubted its cerrect- 


ess. 

Fitz John Porter confessed that such charces 
were made at the time,: but he was in Col rado 
then, ard his information was too fragmentary to 


be of anv value. 

General McClellan said he knew  noth- 
ing of the charges, ashe was in Europe. 
General Sickles reiterated his story, saying, 
“There was vo doubt of General Grant's fear of 
Johnson's joyaity to the Government. Such fears 
were known to the leading Geuefals enjoying Gen. 
Grant ‘s confidence in 1865. 1 well remember how 
worried he was «ben be visited me at Charleston. 
He seem~d to have very litle confidence in Join-~ 
son's policy or intentions. Oa several occasions 
Grant talked over the situation at Washington with 
me until 3 or 4 o'clock mm the morning. It is true 
that Grant did not fevea! his worst su<picions, but 
he toid me enou sh to show ive was alarmed for the 
safety of the Government and the success of recon- 
struction.” 

GRANT TO SENATOR ARKELL. 

State Senator Arkell! aid ue was intimate with 
Grant at Mt. McGregor. Once Grant gaid to him: 
“1 have been caLed as commander of the army to 
conciude the suppression of one rebeliion ‘and 
have been persoually the means of preventing a 
subsequent civil war, menacing and dangerous, yet 
of whic. i.tie is known.” 

A veteran Wall Street financier said: “I remem. 
berthe time weli;a rumor struck the street that 
sole portentous d.sturbance waé brewing in Wag- 
ington; Government securiue’ dropped terribly 
from some unknown cause, The cause of the de- 
pression was ascertained to bave originated in Balti- 
more.

Samuel N. Brooks, the Hyde schoolmaster, and 
his son Hugh, better known as W. H Lennox 
Maxwell, met in the Circuit Attorney's office ata 
few minutes past 10 o'clock this morning. The 
previous arrangements waich had been made for 
bringing father and son together in the quiet of the 
Jailor’s parlor were abaudoned, and at 10 o'clock 
the old gentleman sat in a chairin Mr. Clover's 
back room, attended by his counsel, John L. Martin 
and P. W. Fauntleroy, and watciied with de-«p in- 
terest by the Circuit Attorney’s assistan’s. 


The ‘old gentleman was laboring under intense 
nervous excitement, the result of an unheces-ary 
menta! strain to which he vad been subjectec, and 
it was, appureotiy, only by grear effort that he 
retained a sembiance of composure. The door 
opened and Huh Brooks, alias Maxwel’, entered, 
accompaned by Deputy Sherif Keneficlk. At 
the sound tbe father turned in his chair and for 
the firat time in many lon months father and son 
looked upon each other. At sight of his father the 
young man. whose facé was fpale with suppressed 
emotion, moved rapidly towards the chair in 
which he was sittinz. and, the father springing 
quickly to his feet at the same moment, they met 
and clasped hands. The old man gave way, 
and fl ng.ng his .eft arm around his son’s neck be 
drew bim upto his breast. Maxweli’s arm enfoided 
his father. and for afew moments they stood there, 
silent. When they parted each buried his face in 
his hands and wept bitterly. A chair was handed 
Maxwell, and father and son sat down and, con- 
troiling themse.ves flnaily, entered into a conver- 
sation which lasted overan hour. The scene was 
devo.d of sensational features, but the signt of the 
old and young man meeting so far away from their 
home, under such circumstances, brought tears to 
the eyes of several of the by-standers. After the 
interview with his sou was over the ola gentieman 
bade him ap ailectionate farewell and left the build- 
lng.

If President JOHNSON ever sounded General 
Grant on the subject of using the army to 
support such ‘a coup @ etat as the recon struc- 
tion of Congress by executive proclamation 
admitting Southern mem bers against the will 
of the majority of the existing Congress, he 
could not have done so prior to July 17, 1867. 
The testimony which General GRANT gave 
before the Judiciary Committee on that. day 
fully and positively acquitted the President of 
all such charges. If JoHNSON subsequently 
approached Grant as charged in the Depew 
story, it must have been during the remaining 
months of that year. At the beginning of the 
next year they were engaged in a bitter con- 
troversy, and JOHNSON certainly did not have 
any personal relations with GRANT after the 
violent rupture between them which occurred 
in December, 1867, when GRANT, 43 
Secretary of War ad interim, let STAN- 
TON take possession of the office with- 
out appealing to the courts. STANTON was 
removed and Grant took his place August 12, 
1867, but let him quietly recover possession of 
it again in December as soon as the Senate met 
and refused to ratify the removal. If JoHN- 
son during this interval consulted GRANT 
about reconstructing Congress and was 
prevented by Grant's telling him that 
he would’ disperse the reconstructed 
Congress at the point of the bayonet, 
it is strange that General Grant did not refer 
to the matter in the controversy which raged 
between them in January, 1868, when JOHNSON 
accused him of double-dealing and lying, and 
cited five members of the Cabinet as witnesses 
of GRANT'S duplicity and want of veracity. It 
is strange that with such a witness against 
JOHNSON, the iimpeachers made no use of the 
matter. Itis stranger still that the charge 
was never made publicly by General GRANT 
or anybody else in such a way that ANDREW 
JOHNSON could meet it while he lived, altnough 
he lived till after the middle of General GRANT'S 
second term inthe White House, and died 
August 31, 1875, a Senator from Tennessee, 
while GRANT was President.

Our planet is, he has asver- 
tained, specially troubled in tuis way every twenly- 
eight years; and the year 1886 completes one of 
these cycies. He further predicts an enormous 
comet to outshine tne one of 1858. The subterrane- 
ous disturbance will continue n.ne months out of 
the twelve. May willve the worst munth of the 
twelve, the period of maximum perturbation being 
the first three days of that month. 
Prince Bismarck, tie redoubtable, has had 
to bow before the vicegerent of the monarch 
of mankind. The autocrat of ailthe Pruss_as proved 
sufficiently human to feel ill. Dr. Schweininger, 
his favorite physician, began questioning him 
rather closely, upon which the Prince, of whom it 
cannot be said as of an older ruler, ‘Now the man 
Bismarck is the meekest of ali the menthat dweil 
upon the earth,”’ Incontinentiy lost his temper.

The Saxe Holm Stories, series I and II, comes 
fresh from the press of **Charles Scribner's Sons," 
New York, with absolutely noth ng but the name of 
that firm and any internal merit they may possess 
te recommend them. In plain, uncomprising 
paper covers. innocent of decoration, with neither 
preface, dedication nor press notices; without even 
the faintest indication of who or what the 
author may be, is offered to encourage usto dip 
into these 780 8vo pages of fiction from an unknown 
pen. But there is an ioviting look about these 
little stories that many a more ambitious work 
lacks. Peep where one will between the pages 
(and we peep very gingerly into the books of 
anonymous writers) the glance always bappens to 
fall upon some quaint yet forcible expression; 
some delicate thouzht couched in more delicate 
language, or some daimty bit of humor which 
brings an involuntary smile, though as yet we 
are ignorant of its drift. The book certainly 
books worth reading, and since the taies are all 
short and unconnected, it is delightful to reflect 
that we may commence where we like and when 
we like, and even leave whole chapters upread, 
should they not commend themseives to our ap- 
proval, without feeling self-accused of that deadly 
sin ina conscientious reader—skipping or finding 
it absolutely necessary to turn back, in order to 
regain the thread of the plot.

“M, Tourmaline” is a strange, rather weird story, 
with @ peculiar fascination about it that seews in 
keeping with the subject.

In the story the heroine, 
ea iitte gr, finds this rare miverai, 
and i6 described as having a_ peculiar 
affinity therew:th; tue stones have affinity with other 
Stones, aud Olver peop.e, and altogetuer the some- 
wha. involved piot is woven into a very delightful 
littie tale. 

“A Four-leaved Clover” is the story of a youn:

A Mistake Discevered in Time Saves the 


Life of a Pie-Baker. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 
New York, October 24.—To get rid of his malaria 
Wm. Wagoer, a pie-baker of Jersey City, consulted 
Dr. Frank D. Beane of 261 West Fifteeuth street, 
this city. The Doctor gave him a prescription 
containing a safe preparation of green hellebore, a 
rad ica! poison. On bis way bome Wacner stopped 
in George H. White's drug store, 19) Newark ave- 
nue, Jersey City, to bave his prescription put up. 
It was late on Saturday night, the clerks were busy, 
and Warner arranged to have the medicine 
sent to his bouse, 220 Third street. 
It arrived in due time. and Wag ner, 
having swailowe d the prescribed dose. prepared to 
goto bed. Soon afterthe boy had left the drug 
store with the medicine, the cler; who put it up, 
looked again at the weights on his scales and then 
exawined the written prescription. It frightened 
him haif out of his mind to discover that where so 
many centigrams of heliebore bad been ordered 
he had given grams instead, or, in other words, 
iad incresead the dose one bun 
dred Limes. Without losing any time 
he stated the facts through the telephone 
to the physicians close by and then hurried to 
Wagner's nouse. The physicians got there about 
as soon as he did. fagoer was ferling first-rate, 
he said. and was surprised to see three men pulling 
at bis door bel) that hour of the nignt. He had 
just taken bis med:cine and began to feel tbat it 
WAS DOING HIM GOOD. 
Without stepping to taik much the doctors cave 
Waguer an emetic of mustard and water, following 
itup with brisk flagellation and frequent injec :on; 
of strong stimulants. Pretty soon Wazver became 
unconscious, but the doctors kept on working anJ 
in three hours, by liDeral use of a galvanic battery, 
they had the satisfaction of pronouncing him out 
of immediate danzer. Then the drug clerk went 
home to bed, bu he did not sleep soundly. Ali this 
occurred three weeks avo to-day, but Wagner is 
to go to usiness. It 
was said at home yesterday that 
he wa: off in the country recuperating 
He was too il! to move about much for two weeks 
after his unpleasant experience and narrow escape 
Mr. Wagner is a stout, robust man, but the doctor: 
said that he would have been dead in twenty 
minutes after taking the overdose of heliebore if 
the drug clerk h not discovered the blunder. 
The doctors attributed the clerk's mistake to care- 
lessness,.caused probably by overwork. Mr. White 
said yesterday that the clerk who put up the pre- 
scription was stili in his employ and that long 
experience had proved him a reliabieman. The 
error was av unfortunate oue, Mr. Whi te a imitted, 
and it might bave proved very serious, but the 
clerk burried a good eal with the medicine to 
please Wagner.
